Dr. Wray Story, pathologist who 
examined the body, agreed with 
McEwen that Mrs. Brown took 
her own life. 


Officers said no note gas lo- 
cated. They added, however, that 
there was evidence Mrs. Brown 
had been despondent. 


Story said death probably re- 
sulted from loss of blood. He said 
Mrs. Brown suffered a deep cut 
on the inner part of her arm near 
the elbow which severed an ar- 
tery and a major vein. She also

Boycotted

Southwest DeKalb High School 
students, asserting that ‘‘the price 
went up and the food went down,” 
are boycotting their lunchroom

Dulles Will Retire 
To Advisory Role 


Secretary of State John Foster Dulles’ 
illness comes with almost the force of a 
real calamity. There are signs the Rus- 
sians want to make some new approach 
to the problem of East Germany and 
Europe—just one of the problems with 
which the secretary is fully acquainted. 

It is evident, also, that whatever the 
true relationship between Peiping and 
Moscow, the Red Chinese face problems 
which cannot be solved merely by asso- 
ciation with the Soviets. The Communist 
parties in Europe, while still formidable, 
are not now of their old strength which in 
1946 made the Marshall Plan so neces- 


Secretary Dulles has been not merely 
the maker of policy, but he has been our 
chief negotiator as well. The consequence 
is that the nations of the world with 
whom we have diplomatic relationships 
quite literally do not know anyone else. 
It is with Dulles they have talked and 
only with Dulles. It is with him they 
have shared secrets, anxieties and 
angers. No matter how much he may 
brief his successor that man cannot have 
the understanding of the various heads of 
government possessed by Dulles. 

Therefore, the break in continuity is 
something of a disaster, the full extent of 
which only the future will reveal. Dulles 
has been, in truth, a one-man State De- 
partment. He gave to it loyalty, zeal and 
fervor unmatched, His love of country, 
his dedication to the job are undoubted. 
But his methods have been vulnerable, 
even in the crisis now confronting us. 

The President is right, of course, not 
to act now to replace Dulles. The transi- 
tion will be a painless one. Dulles will 
become the White House adviser. He him- 
self made such a suggestion some time 
ago. 

Christian Herter, the able assistant, 
will hardly be appointed. He suffers from 
severe, chronic arthritis. He uses crutches 
and on occasion a wheel chair. He cannot 
assume the rigorous physical demands of 
the position. 

There will be no appointment until 
the President has met with the vice presi- 
dent and other party leaders and has 
held consultations with others in the for- 
eign service. He certainly will not act, 
for example, until he has talked at length 
with the new chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, Sen. Ful- 
bright, of Arkansas. 

But the Soviet-Allied Foreign Minis- 
ters’ meeting is tentatively set for early 
May. 

Some time in March the President 
probably will name Dulles White House 
adviser and replace him with the man 
agreed upon after a meeting of minds.

Economy Rolls Along 
Despite Unemployment 


While more people are holding jobs 
than a year ago, figures showing total 
unemployment of 4,724,000 during Jan- 
uary indicate recovery from last year’s 
recession still is not complete. 


There is fear that growth of the econ- 
omy is not keeping pace with population. 
For more than three years this certainly 
has been true. Should it continue, abnor- 
mal unemployment could become chronic. 

But in almost all fields of activity, the 
month of January set records, maintain- 
ing much of the momentum of December. 
Retail sales in the country were a billion 
above the same month last year. The auto 
industry had the best January since 1955. 
Total employment was 62,700,000. 


Unemployment, say the experts, will 
begin to recede in February. During the 
same month last year, the jobless- ex- 
ceeded 5,200,000. 


Consumer incomes remain high and 
spending in January was at an over-all 
rate reflecting confidence. With spring on 
the way with seasonal resurgence in home 
building as well as in many other fields, 
optimistic forecasts for 1959 may yet 
prove true. There’s no reason for 
pessimism. 


Meanwhile, inflation and unemploy- 
ment are the twin evils which the econ- 
omy must face and somehow solve.

This Warden’s Report Is 
H appy Purchasing Story 


The report of Warden R. P. Balcom of 
the State Prison at Reidsville to the Cor- 
rections Department is another happy 
sign that the notoriously inefficient pur- 
chasing practices of the past four years 
indeed have come to an end. 

Warden Balcom reports that supplies 
recently purchased through competitive 
bidding have been obtained at consid- 


erable monetary savings to the taxpayers 
of the state. 


To be more specific, the prison has 
bought 3,000 pairs of pants at $21.49 a 
dozen and .3,000 suits at $18.49 a 
dozen. Under the Griffin administration 
the prison had been paying $27.50 a dozen 
for pants and $26.50 a dozen for shirts. It 
doesn’t take a higher mathematician to 
see right off that the state is saving money 
on the bid system. On. the pants and 
shirts alone, $3,505 was saved. 

But this isn’t the end of the warden’s 
happy purchasing story. Warden Balcom 
reports that the prison has bought fer- 
tilizer under the bid system for $3.04 a 
ton less than under the old methods. And 
the most dramatic instance of the su- 
periority of the competitive bidding sys- 
tem is that seersucker cloth now is being 


bought at 26 cents a yard, whereas under . 


the Griffin administration it was costing 
the state a cool 52 cents a yard. 

Savings on pants, shirts, seersucker 
cloth, fertilizer, and previously on ‘tires 
for the State Patrol—these are glad tid- 
ings indeed for Georgia taxpayers who 
have for too long been treated to the 
shabby spectacle of state purchasing 
practices and policies based upon “shade- 
tree commission agents and 10 percent- 
ers,” cronyism and favoritism. 

It is clearer now than ever before that 
the legislative subcommittee, headed by 
State Sen. Bobby Lee Cook, that investi- 
gated the State Purchasing Department 
was right as rain when it reported that 
at least five million dollars was being 
wasted annually that could be saved. 

We hope Mr. William Bowdoin, the 
new state purchasing agent, will be able 
to match or to exceed that figure. If he 
does, he will have earned the lasting 
gratitude of Georgians from Attapulgus 
to Brasstown Bald.

those responsible for Germany, 
that is the wartime Big Four. 


This stress on Big-Four respon- 
sibility had two objectives. One 
was to protect the Soviet Union's 
acting unilaterally on German 
problems, as it threatens to do on 
Berlin. The other was to rule out 
multinational participation in a 
German settlement, as Moscow 
proposed in its January 10 note. 


The Western governments also 
are determined that any future 
talks on the German problem 
should cover all aspects. They 
will not join talks that are only 
about things the Russians want to 
talk about. Monday’s messages 
to the Soviets specified that the 
proposed foreign ministers’ con- 
ference should take up the Ger- 
man situation ‘in all its aspects 
and implications.” 


Allied diplomats hope they will 
get a favorable response from 
Moscow to their bid for a confer- 
ence. One reason is they doubt 
that if talks are underway Mos- 
cow would proceed with its threat 
to turn over its occupation func- 
tions in Berlin to the East Ger- 
mans by May 27. 


The Western governments look 
to the coming visit to Moscow by 
British Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan to give them some indication 
of the Soviet leadership’s willing-

talks on the German problem.

The lawyer contended that the

In its reversal, the Supreme 
Court agreed that the Pardon and 
Parole Board did not have the 
“power to change the sequence 
of sentences.” 


But a 1956 act, already ap- 
proved at the time of Reese’s sec- 
ond conviction, provides that sen- 
tences imposed at different terms 
of court “‘shall be served consecu- 
tively, the one after the other, 
unless otherwise ‘expressly pro- 
vided,”’ the court noted. 


“The prisoner would not there- 
fore begin to serve the sentence 
for arson until the expiration of 
the prior sentences,” the court 
held. 


All justices concurred in the de- 
cision, which was written by 
Justice. Grady Head. 


The high court also granted 
habeas corpus to Melvin A. Gram- 
mer, who was convicted in Cobb 
County on an incestuous adultery 
charge. : 


The court held Grammer was 
denied due process of law be- 
cause he was denied counsel when 
he entered a guilty plea.

lar. And it has seemed to gen- 
erate momentum ever since. 


Gov. Greg Cherry set up the 
board at the end of World War 
Il after an investigation of state 
hospitals had revealed a sorry 
situation: 


There were only 9,000 patients 
in the state’s hospitals; there 
was a waiting list of over 900; 
more than 200 mentally ill per- 
rer were being held in county 
ails. 


The 15-member board appointed 
to 4-year terms was suspect at 
the start. Even some of the orig- 
inal members feared it might be 
just a place for governors to 
pay off political obligations. But 
the events of the past have al- 
tered early appraisals. 


As one veteran North Carolina 
newspaperman put it: ‘This thing 
smacks of politics. But, to tell 
the truth, there just hasn’t been 
any.”’ 


Politics or not, 
longer a waiting list at the state 
hospitals; anybody who feels the 
need of aid or treatment can just 
walk in and be helped (at one 
hospital last December, 62 per 
cent of the admissions were vol- 
untary); there are no longer 
mentally ill persons in the county 
jails; over-crowding is fading into 
memory. .

After working 13 years to get 
money for expansion and improve- 
ment, Umstead and the board feel 
an understandable pride in being 
able to tell the legislature they 
won't need any more money after 
the 1959-60 budget.

“We'll get the $14 million,”* Um- 
stead said here last week, after 
he had seen the governor's budget. 
After that there should be no 
more requests for capital im- 
provements. 


It took North Caorlina 13 years 
to catch up with itself and the 
20th century.

Best Bet, Says McGill 


Adoption of the Alabama pupil placement law may well be the 
best way for Georgia to meet the mounting integration crisis, which 
threatens to close the public schools, Ralph McGill said Monday night. 


The Alabama plan, which the 
U.S. Supreme Court has ruled is 
valid on its face, is ‘‘an astonish- 
ing thing not very well compre- 
hended,” the editor of The Consti- 
tution told members of an adult 
education course (“The Crisis in 
the Schools’) at Emory Univer- 
sity. 


By upholding the Alabama law. 
the Supreme Court “has in a 
very real sense taken itself off

In order for one person to have 
the exemption all other members

(Multiple Support Agreement) for 
this purpose. 

(5) Have been either a member 
of your household or closely re- 
lated to you, as shown in your 
official instructions. When you 
consider a child as a dependent 
the relationship tests include a 
stepchild, or a legally adopted 
child. Great-aunts and great-un- 
cles do not meet the relationship 
test. Any relationships created by 
your marriage are not termi- 
nated, for income tax purposes, 
by divorce or death of either you 
or your wife. The fact that your 
dependent was not in existence 
all year will not prevent your re- 
ceiving the full $600 deduction. In 
other words, no proration of the 
$600 is required. In the event, 
however, that you have a child 
unborn or stillborn, no deduction 
will be allowed. 


WHO QUALIFIES — Your ex- 
emptions usually depend on 
whether you and your dependents 
qualify under these rules at the 
end of the year. However, if your 
husband or wife died during the 
year you can file a joint return 
and take thé same exemptions 
that both of you would have other- 
wise had. 

Generally speaking, you will 
find that the same individuals 
who qualify for federal purposes 
as dependents will also meet 
Georgia's requirements for de- 
pendents. There are, however, 
two exceptions which you must 
recognize:

oun - eanpemnery Joe came to Atlanta about a year ago, intent 
on finding out what his community could do to arrest its economic 
decline—to establish new industries and opportunities. 


We heard from him again via a letter in Monday's mail that 
might well have been addressed to young and older folks alike in 
small communities all over the state, for his message is one of 
hope to replace despair. He said: 


“Sometime ago, I visited your office and discussed with you the 
plight of the small towns and communities in Georgia. . . . My 
home town, Arlington, is typical of these communities of less than 
2,000 people victimized by farm mechanization, reduced acreage 
and urbanization. 


“Many of these little towns are beyond revival, but there are 
thousands (in the nation) that are on the fence, so to speak, and 
with just a little encouragement can pull through to prosperity. 


“Arlington, I hope, is experiencing that metamorphosis at the 
present. 


“Upon returning from the Air Force some five years ago, I was 
faced with a bleak future as a small town merchant. All my friends 
had left because of lack of opportunity. All the older people... 
prophesied that the day of prosperity in Arlington had gone forever. 


“Our 14-bed Hill-Burton hospital was closed, money was next to 
impossible to borrow with blue chip security, and two counties were 
clamoring for our tax dollar with no return for our money. 


“Today, we are just beginning to reverse our trend. Our first 
cooperative industry, a wrought-iron factory, is moving into a new 
building. We are getting a new planer mill, a new sausage factory, 
and our stock yard is expanding its operations. 


“Two young doctors are plannnig to open our hospital on July 1, 
and four new houses are now in the late planning stage or under 
construction within the city. 


“We still have a long way to go, but at last our seemingly use- 
less efforts are beginning to acquire a meaning.” 


Joe added that Arlington will soon stage a big celebration over 
its newly acquired, “though small,’’ prosperity. He also com- 
mented: 


“IT am in hopes that in our small way our story will inspire 
other towns and communities in this fine country to better their 
plight by pulling themselves up by their own bootstraps as we did. 

“Opportunities are great for young people in small towns, and 
I have set out to prove it.” 


And Joe Salter has done just that. Indeed, more than that. For 
he has demonstrated anew that opportunity in a free society is no 
more nor less than what we make of it.
